The long-awaited report on the Consumers company 
cement plant was completed last week. Arlington Heights 
officials were expected to okay filing of an injunction suit 
to put the plant out of business,at the present site at the 
Tuesday night board meeting. 
N either the report nor the suit were mentioned at 
the meeting. 
But after ad­ 
journm ent the trustees told 
a Consumers attorney, Red-

mond J. Dwyer, th at action 
and discussion were put off

Dwver w^as told that the mat­ 
ter w’ould probably be discussed 
at the next meeting August 7.

The board's action came on the 
heels of delivery of a report on 
the Consumers operation. The re­ 
port and legal opinion were com­ 
piled by Stephen Jurco, an attor­ 
ney 
and 
resident 
of 
Arlington 
Heights retained by the village 
as special counsel. 
Last week the report was pre­ 
sented 
to 
trustees 
and 
village 
officials for study. 
In August. 1955, the village first 
attempted to force 
the 
firm 
to 
cease operations at its Northwest 
highway site. Police were directed 
to shut down tile plant but Con­ 
sumers stymied board action by 
threatening to file suit. The cen­ 
tral issue, 
then 
as 
now, 
was 
whether the plant is an industry 
illegally operating in a commercial 
zone. 


1) The United States Supreme 
court and courts in Pennsylvania 
have ruled in effect that the mak­ 
ing of concrete is an industrial use. 
2) Prior to 1927, year of the 
adoption of the zoning code, the 
site w’as used only for a material 
yard and storage purposes. If Con­ 
sumers could prove that the site 
was used for a purpose “similar” 
to the present one before 1927, it 
could claim an exemption from 
zoning regulations. Apparently the 
firm says that there was a similar 
use before that date but Jurco in 
the report affirms that this w’as 
a “dry-mix” (i.e. no water) oper­ 
ation, and thus not similar. 
3) Citing an earlier Illinois case, 
the 
attorney 
wrote 
that 
board 
actions could not 
“condone” 
an 
illegal use. Repeal or variation of 
the zoning 
ordinance 
would 
be 
necessary, according to Jurco. 
4) Of the “nuisance” theory, the 
report admits that “as a result 
of the recent modifications of the 
subject premises, it is extremely 
doubtful that 
either 
the 
traffic 
activity or the dust problem womld 
be held to be a public nuisance 
. . . “If a private nuisance, indi­ 
viduals would have to sue to re­ 
cover damages. 
JURCO CONCLUDES: 
“From the above . . . discussion, 
it appears that if the zoning ordi­ 
nance of 1927 properly prescribed 
the uses which could be made of 
this property, 
a definite 
zoning 
violation exists 
. . . 
“and

For the second time in as m any years, the University 
of Illinois has requested 300 acres of forest preserve land 
on which to build an undergraduate campus. 
Forest preserve officials, including the 15 Cook county 
commissioners who form the preserve’s executive leadership, 
are seeking support for again denying the university’s 
request. 
The touchy situation, which 
has stirred up irate opinions 
from 
m any 
quarters, 
was 
created in June when U. of I. 
trustees 
recommended 
th a t 
the 
university’s 
undergraduate 
branch, now at Navy 
pier, 
be 
moved in 1963 to Miller meadow, 
a forest preserve tract at Roose­ 
velt rd. and the Des Plaines river 
just west of Hines Veterans hos­ 
pital.

In a July 5 letter, distributed 
widely in Cook countyA Charles G. 
Sauers, general superintendent of 
the forest preserve district, stated 
the preserve’s case. 
* * * 
“THE BOARD of Forest Pre­ 
serve commissioners is constantly 
confronted with attempts and de­ 
mands to allocate lands for spe­ 
cial uses such as school districts, 
veterans 
headquarters, 
federal 
laboratories and similar activities, 
all of which are 
for 
purposes 
other than those for which the 
land was purchased. All such de­ 
mands have been denied. 
“With the tremendous expansion 
of population and development in 
our county, every inch of forest 
preserve land becomes 
d a i l y 
more valuable to the public as a 
whole. It is one of Cook county’s 
greatest assets. Aside from their 
use for recreational purposes, the 
forest preserves serve to give dig 
nity and character to the whole 
metropolitan scene. These public­ 
ly owned lands are great islands 
of spacious beauty serving to re­ 
lieve the artificial monotony of 
residential and industrial areas. 
No areas have been or should be 
allocated for other use. To do so 
u’ould deprive future generations 
of a legacy that will never be 
available again. 
* 
“This proposal, by the trustees 
threatens the integrity and pur­ 
pose of more than the forest pre­ 
serve district of Cook county. If 
successful it would establish an 
ominous precedent threatening the 
security of 
forest preserve dis­ 
tricts in other counties, our state 
parks, and public properties for 
recreational purposes everywhere 
in Illinois.” 
The forest 
preserve’s 
position 
has received backing in arguments 
and statistics. * * * 
EDWARD E. BROWN, retired 
chairman of Chicago's First Na­ 
tional bank and chairman of the 
citizen’s advisory committee 
to 
the forest preserve board, 
h a s 
stated publicly that it’s his com­ 
mittee’s duty “to oppose the sale 
of this land.” 
“If we acceded to even a small 
part of the requests that come to 
us, there wouldn’t be any forest 
preserve,” Brown said recently. 
At present the Cook county pre­ 
serve controls 42,000 acres and has 
authority 
from 
the 
s t a t e 
legislature to increase its holdings 
to 50.000 acres. 
“We have gone to a good deal 
of expense and pains to acquire 
property along the Des Plaines 
river,” Brown has said. “It’s an 
area wrhich is capable of being | 
intensively used for recreation in 


the next few years.” 
To support the preserve’s con­ 
tention that Miller meadow has 
already absorbed a large amount 
of public funds for recreational 
improvement, superintendent Sau­ 
ers recently released a progress 
report on the 300 acres. 
“Our plans call for the full de­ 
velopment of Miller meadow by 
the summer of 1958 as a recrea­ 
tional area that will serve 75,000 
persons without crowding. 
“It will be what thousands of 
Chicagoans and Cook county citi­ 
zens want — a large area of open 
space without buildings and with 
ample room for out-door recrea­ 
tion.’'

We left the States from the port 
at Hoboken, New Jersey, aboard 
I of the Holland-American Line 
ships, the S.

Living aboard ship was certainly 
a new experience for me—fun and, 
fortunately, I was a good sailor, 
which is more than I can say for 
some of the others.

s, ent most of my time loafing on 
deck or sleeping in my cabin,—a 
lazy life after the hectic activates 
at the University of Illinois.

At one time or another 
all the girls at our table (including 
myself) had mad crushes on him. 
He scurried about bringing a 
more homemade bread and rolls 
that w-ere delicious and practically 
anticipated every request. 
When 
one of the girls had a birthday, he 
brought a huge cake to our table. 
We asked for a candle and he 
ibliged but said they w’ere only for 
children — with a twinkle in his 
eyes. 
On the last night aboard, every­ 
one doffed their Bermuda shorts 
and other casual clothes to “dress” 
for the Captain’s dinner of chicken, 
those “ ugh” 
b o i l e d 
potatoes, 
delicious pastry and wine. 
This w’as a night to remember, 
sitting on deck after dinner with 
the stars dancing back and forth 
over our heads, the ship’s gentle 
motion lulling us almost to sleep 
as we sat up until 4:30 to see 
the sun come up out of the water 
and into the golden clouds.

“An Sein Duinne,” the m atri­ 
monial agent, is always a woman. 
She studies 
the 
personalities of 
the village 
youths 
and 
creates 
“scientifically s o u n d ” matches. 
By her efforts and guidance, one- 
fifth of all Irish m arriages out­ 
side of the cities are contracted 
‘in this way. 


THE VnX.AGE match-maker is 
either a spinster or a widow, but 
in no case married. Her income 
derived from playing Cupid’s 
IS 
role (a pound per m arriage, plus 
tips, 
festivity 
invitations 
before 
and 
after 
weddings, 
occasional 
bribes, 
etc.) 
combined 
with 
a 
small effort 
at 
farming. 
H e r 
cottage is usually full of cats and 
surrounded by chickens. 
Because of the importance of 
her job, she is the village’s most 
respected citizen. No one dares 
offend her. Becoming a match­ 
m aker is accomplished by a va­ 
riety of tricks. One must elim­ 
inate the competition. Strangling 
another widow’s chickens to drive 
her out of the race is considered 
fair. No more than one 
s u c h 
personality can exist In a village. 
Sometimes a woman gets 
t h i s 


px)sition because her mother had 
it and she is “knowing in 
h e r 
mother’s w^ays and wiseness.” 


THE vnX A G E children 
come 
to this woman’s house frequently 
to listen to stories about ghosts, 
spirits and the supernatural. In 
this way she comes to know the 
personalities of her flock. 
Bribes sometimes come 
ito the 
business. When love is involved, 
she may have to be tipped to en­ 
able her to see the value of a 
certain match. Without her o.k., 
the parents and villagers might 
resist such a union. 
It is the custom in Ireland for 
the oldest son or daughter to m ar­ 
ry first, and never a younger one 
“out of turn.” 
Sometimes it is 
encessary 
to bribe 
the 
match­ 
maker to clear the w^ay for a 
younger couple who are in love.

faith that people 
have

couples 
are certain at the time of m ar­ 
riage that they couldn’t be better 
suited. 
Irish people claim to have the 
world’s

successful 
m ar­ 
riages, but since divorce is out­ 
lawed it is difficult to accurately 
determine 
just 
how 
successful 
they really are. In any case, Irish­ 
men frequently claim that t h i s 
system is the answer to the m ar­ 
riage problem in the United States.

Olympic tryouts recently at the Coliseum in Los An­ 
geles further emphasized a fact well-known for years. 
A total 
of 231 athletes qualified for the final Olympic team trials. 
And 
of this number, 83 were from California. 
Seventeen of the 53 
who made the team were Californians, and 8 of these 17 were 
first place winners, 4 are world record holders. 
Ten of the qualifying athletes for the Olympic team are 
from 3 California universities, University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, University of California, and University of California 
at Los Angeles; all noted for strong track teams which us­ 
ually win the National Team Collegiate championship. 
California holds the majority of high school track records. 
Of the 6 new marks made this year, half were by Californians. 
Jerry White of Corcoran. Calif., who set .a national 440 yard 
record for prep school athletes of :46.7, ran the Olympic 400 
meter trials and got into the finals of 8. finishing sixth. 
An­ 
other colored lad, William White of Jefferson high school in 
L. A., who ran a :09.5 hundred this spring, ran against the 
older men in the IOO meter. 
He had been a member of the 
Jefferson high 880 relay team which set a national mark of 
I: 25.6.

The exhibit of contemporary ScandinaWan 
design now on display at the Art Institute is a 
striking example of the skill with which the ar­ 
tisans of Norway, Sweden and Denmark blend 
the sophisticated and the simple to produce 
purity of line and freedom of color. 
Included 
in the show are handwoven textiles, glassware 
and ceramics, silverware and jewelry' and furni­ 
ture displayed in interesting groupings. 
With 
very few exceptions, the designs in the m ater­ 
ials is what we know as “free form”—the sort 


o f design 
y o u would find in the drapery o f a 
contemporary setting. 
The texture of the materials in the show 
varies a great deal, from one cloth that feels 
like the softest silk to a swatch with the 
appearance of burlap. 


I was intrigued with the design of one of I 
these rough textured materials.

Time In Half! 


Crushing hay cuts curing time in 
half for 
alfalfa, 
says 
John 
H.

hay dries in one third the normal 
time when crushed. Fine-stemmed 
forages, however, are not affected 
by crushing as much as the coars­ 
er stemmed forages.

THE HAY passes between 2 rol­ 
lers which crush the stems, allow­ 
ing them to dry in about the same 
time as the leaves. The leaves do 
not become over-dry and shatter 
as they do in non-crushed hay. 
Ten per cent more protein is 
saved in the leaves of crushed hay, 
and twice as much carotene is 
stored, since curing time is cut in 
half. Carotene is the source of vi­ 
tamin A. 
In dry, warm, clear weather you 
can cut the bale the same day. 
Crushing may sometimes save the 
total hay crop. If the crop gets 
wet, you may have one half to 
total loss.

THE disadvantage of hay crush­ 
ers is their high price. The crush­ 
er itself costs between $700 and 
$850, and a crusher-mower com­ 
bination costs $1,100.
